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Editors Comment on Questions of Interest to Personnel of Army and 


Questions of interest to the personnel of the armed service have been the sub- 
ject of comment by leading newspapers of late: 

The Washington /’ost comments: 

“An Army court-martial receives front-page notice primarily because iit is so 
unusual, The general public is to some extent intrigued by the austerity of Army 
investigation and by the severity of Arimy discipline, but in the greatest measure 
interest springs from the infrequency of the procedure. 

“Accordingly, the attention paid the verdict of guilty handed down in the case 
of a former assistant quartermaster general, charged with accepting a loan from 
a concern seeking a War Department contract, is an indirect compliment to the 
efficiency with which Army affairs in general ure conducted, The stern sentence 
of dismissal further demonstrates to the citizenry that graft cannot thrive in the 
runks of the Nation's military. Only the foolhardy would risk the disgrace and 
professional ruin invited by such irregular practice. 

“In view of the damaging connections ramifying from armament manufacturers, 
as disclosed particularly by the Nye committee, it is reassuring to receive these 
testimonies to the integrity of the War Department.” 

Commenting on the Navy maneuvers the Rochester Times-Union states: 

“In the navy many years ugo some linguistic genius denominated the then 
lowly and extremely uncomfortable submarine a ‘pig boat.’ The name stuck, first 
to the rage of the subseamen, later adopted by them as indicative of their general 
hardboiledness. ‘Today in the navy subs are ‘pig boats’ and that’s all there is to it. 

“Well, so far as the reports of the Pacific maneuvers in Fleet Problem 16 are 
concerned, the ‘pig boats’ seem to have emerged triumphant. * * * 

“Here’s the record. May 15, cruisers and destroyers of the ‘White’ fleet left 
Pearl Harbor and were attacked by ‘Black’ subs. Three cruisers were ruled as 
‘damaged.’ 

“The following day the battleships steamed out and were in turn attacked by 
the subs with the result that the California, New Mexico and Idaho were ruled as 
‘damaged.’ 

“Later on at sea u squadron of heavy ‘White’ cruisers was attacked by ‘Black’ 
subs and the cruiser Chester was ‘sunk,’ the Cruiser Portland was ‘damaged.’ One 
sub was ‘sunk,’ 

“It is distressing that the maneuvers should have been marred by the crash of 
a big plane and the deaths of six flyers. llowever, judging by the accounts of the 
accident, it was one which had nothing to do with the maneuvers themselves and 
might have occurred in similar circumstances at any time.”

Longevity Bill Passes 

Passage of the longevity ‘credit bill 
by the House of Representatives on 
June 5 assures the six uniform ser- 
vices of their return to full longevity 
pay, with full credit for service, on 
July 1, 1935. The bill already has been 
passed by the Senate and there remains 
now only the President's signature, 
but inasmuch as the measure was re- 
anested by the President his approval 
is certain 

The bill provides: “That notwith- 
s‘anding the suspension during the 
fiscal vears 1933, 1934, and 1935 of the 
longevity increases provided in the 
tenth paragraph of section 1 of the 
Pay readjustment Act of 1922, the per- 
sonnel (active or retired) so affected 
shall be credited with service rendered 
subsequently to June 30, 1932. in com- 
puting the active or retired pay ac- 
ernirs subsequently to June 30, 1935: 
Provided: That this section shall not 
be construed as authorizing the pay- 
ment of back longevity paw for the 
fiscal years 1933, 1934, and 1935 which 
would have been naid during such 
vears but for the suspension aforesaid.”

Army Promotion Bill 

The long awaited hearings on the War 
Department Promotion bill by the House 
Military Affairs Committee will start 
Wednesday, June 12. This decision was 
reached by a vote of the full commit- 
tee at an executive session this week. 

Representative John J. MeSwain, 
chairman of the committee, has notified 
the Department and plans are being 
made for the appearance of Brig. Gen. 
Andrew W. Moses, assistant chief of 
staff G-1, before that committee to ex- 
plain in detail the operation of the 
Army promotion plan and the vital need 
for enacting it. He will be followed by 
Lt. Col. Charles H. Patterson, GSC, who 
has worked on Army promotion plans 
ever since the present chief of staff as 
sumed oflice. General Douglas MacAr- 
thur will be at West Point with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt but he will be back in 
Washington in ample time to testify 
should it appear that his presence will 
be necessary. 

Representative McSwain, discussing 
the Committee program with the ARMY 


AND NAvy JOURNAL, said: “I assume the 
hearings on the Army Promotion bill 
will take a week. We have been wait- 


ing some time to get to this item and, 
as I have previously stated, would have 
got to it before this date, but for the 
prolonged T.V.A. hearings. 

“IT expect to support the Army Promo- 
tion bill,” continued Chairman McSwain. 
“But I want to add one amendment to 
it—an amendment that will take care 
of a submerged element of officers, com- 
missioned after the World War. This 
amendment will not cost the Govern- 
ment a single dollar but will correct a 
long standing injustice. This involves 
establishing these officers as ‘running 
mutes’ in several grades, a plan which 
I have previously explained in your pa- 
per. IL fully expect the Promotion bill 
will pass the House.”

It seems to leave 
no question about the measure com- 
manding a majority in Committee, or, 


for that matter, in the House. What the 
attitude of the Committee will be re- 
garding Mr. MeSwain's proposed amend- 
ment is yet to be determined, but it is 
known that the Department will oppose 
uny type of revision. But it is quite 
certain from all present appearances 
that if the House adds amendments 
these will be beaten or satisfactorily 
adjusted in conference.

Air Base Bill 

The House on June 5 passed the bill, 
HR 7022, introduced by Representative 
Wilcox and later revised to conform 
with a text recommended by the War 
Department authorizing the Department 
to make a survey with a view to estab- 
lishing u series of air defense bases. 

This was the bill on which the secret 
testimony taken in executive session by 
the House Military Affairs Committee 
was made public by the chairman of 
that committee and in turn brought a 
rebuke from the President. 

During the discussion on the floor of 
the House there was no mention made 
of the secret testimony. In explaining 
the bill Representative Wilcox declared : 

“In the preparation of this bill two 
objectives have been sought. First, to 
provide bases which in peace time will 
permit the training of Army aviators 
under every climatie condition - which 
exist in the United States, and, second, 
to so locate bases along our frontiers as 
in case of an emergency will afford the 
greatest measure of defense against an 
attempted invasion of this country by 
an enemy air force. 

“Il want also to call attention to the 


Ordinarily, when an Insurance

West Point Appointments 

The fate of the bill to inerease the 
number of appointments to the United 
States Military Academy was in 
hands of a conference committee 
tween the House and 

As reported in the JouRNAL last week, 
Senator Sheppard made the first 
to throw the measure into conference, 
when, ufter it had passed the Senate he 
introduced a resolution rescinding the 
uetion of the Speaker and the vice presi- 
dent in signing it. The Senate passed 
that resolution. It came to the 
June 3 when Representative McSwain, 
chairman of the House Military 
mittee and author of the Reserve Corps 
amendments which resulted in the bill 
heing returned to conference, asked that 
his committee consider it. 

“It appears,” Mr. MeSwuain said when 
he made the request, “that the Senate 
bill which passed the House with cer- 
tain amendments after it had been en- 
rolled and signed by both the Vice Presi- 
dent and the Speaker, for some reason 
that I know of only by what I have 
seen in the newspapers, was not entirely 
acceptable to the Chief Executive. I ex- 
pect it will be corrected and that the 
members will have their additional 
cadetships.” 

The last vote in the House Committee 
was 12 to 8, by which it was decided 
to favor reconsideration of the House 
amendments to the bill. The Committee 
meeting, at which this action was taken, 
manifested considerable resentment over 


be- 


reports, brought via the Senate, that 
President Roosevelt would veto the 


extra cadet bill unless the House amend- 
ment for details of 1,200 Reserve Officers 
to one year periods of service in the 
Regular Army and also the amendment 
for commissioning Reserve Officers 
annually as second lieutenants were 
eliminated. 

“Let the President veto the cadet bill, 
if he wants to,” exclaimed one Demo- 
cratic member of the Committee.

Pershing National Park 


The bill, HR 32772, providing for the 
establishment of the General John J 
Pershing National Military Park, was 
passed by the House June 5 and sent 
to the Senate. 

As passed by the House the bill reads 

Be it enacted, ete., That in order to mem 
orize the heroisin, outstanding military a 
complishments, and = distinguished — publi 
services of Gen. John J. Pershing, com 
mander of the American military forces jp 
the World War, the Secretary of War js 
hereby authorized to locate and establish 4 
nitional military park near Laclede, Ling 
County, Mo., the birthplace of General 
Pershing, to be known as the “General Joho 
J. Pershing National Military Park” wher 
ever title to same shall have been acquired 
by the United States. 

“See. 2. In order to establish said General 
John J. Pershing National Military Park 
the Secretary of War is hereby authorized 
to acquire by purchase, condemnation, or 
otherwise, at a cost not to exceed $40,000, 
which sum is hereby authorized to be ap 
propriated for the acquisition, landscaping 
and beautification of said park, such land 
near Laclede, Linn County, Mo., the birth 
place of General Pershing, as shall be suit 
able for the memorial objects of this act 
the Secretary of War being hereby 
with authority to determine the area and 
exact location of said park, and the amount 
that shall be expended for the acquisition 
and landscaping of said park, 
to exceed the sum herein authorized to bv 
appropriated.”

Relieve Disbursing Officers 

The House on June 4 passed 8, 557 
and S. 558 granting relief to certain 
disbursing officers of the Army and for 
the settlement of individual claims by 
the War Department. The House also 
passed HI. R. 4824 for the relief of Capt 
George W. Steele, jr., USN, for disallow 
ances made in connection with payments 
to Lt. Felix L. Johnson, USN 
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Pass Staff Corps and Other 
Navy Bills 

Several items of Navy legislation were 
advanced at the meeting Tuesday of the 
Senate Naval Affairs Committee. Nota- 
ble among nine bills that the Committee 
voted to report favorably was the Navy 
Staff Corps Bill. This bill passed the 
House May 20 and has been accepted 
by the Senate Committee without amend- 
ment. It is now on the Senate Unani- 
mous Consent Calendar. 

Senator Gerry in presenting the Com- 
mittee Report on Staff Equalization 
quoted the House report of March 15, 
already printed in the Army AND Navy 
Journal, explaining each section of the 
bill. “If enacted,” Senator Gerry wrote, 
“this bill will save the Government ap- 
proximately $14,908 per annum. This 
bill has the recommendation of the Navy 
Department.” 

The Naval Affairs Committee of the 
Senate has approved a bill that passed 
the House May 7 for the relief of Capt. 
Russell Willson, USN, authorizing the 
Secretary of the Treasury to pay him 
$15,000 “in full settlement for his inven- 
tion which has been accepted by the 
Navy Department for use in connection 
with nava! communication facilities.” 

The Jommittee likewise reported 
favorably a bill “amending section 5 of 
Public Law Numbered 264, Seventy-third 
Congress, approved May 29, 1934, rela- 
tive to the appointment of Naval 
Academy graduates as ensigns in the 
Navy.” This bill extends to August 1, 
1985, authority for the President to ap- 
point as ensigns “all former midshipmen 
graduated in 1983 who received a certi- 
ficate of graduation and honorable dis- 
charge or who resigned.” This authori- 
zation holds whether these graduates 
“have since been married or not.” Those 
appointed, it is provided, shall “take 
rank next after the junior ensign ap- 
pointed in 1983 and among themselves 
in accordance with their proficiency as 
shown by the order of merit at date of 
graduation.” 

A bill by Senator Johnson, of Cali- 
fornia, to place upon the retired list 
with the rank of the next higher grade— 
but without any increase of pay— “all 
officers of the Navy and Marine Corps 
who have been retired or may be re- 
tired for physical disability and who 
have been commended for their perform- 
ance of duty in actual combat with the 
enemy during the World War,” has been 
reported by the Naval Committee and 
placed on the Senate Calendar. 

Senator Trammell’s bill to accept the 
bequest of property of the late Lt. 
Comdr. Paul E. MeDonnold, MC-USNR, 
was favorable reported. 
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Another of Senator Trammell’s bills 
“to provide for the retirement and re- 
tirement annuities of civilian members 
of the teaching staffs at the United 
States Naval Academy and the Post- 
graduate School” was favorably reported 
from the Senate Committee. It requires 
a monthly allotment of 10 per cent of 
monthly basic pay as one of the condi- 
tions of an annuity of $1,200 a year for 
teachers who have become 65 years old. 

With Committee action on these 
matters, most of the Navy Department 
bills, transmitted to the Capitol at this 
session, have now either been passed or 
are before the Senate for action. 

Chairman Trammell is urging con- 
sideration by the Senate of the Navy 
Line Personnel Dill, which has en- 
countered several objections from Sena- 
tor King, of Utah. Notice of an amend- 
ment to be proposed to this Personnel 
bill has been given by Senator Cope- 
land, of New York, so as to allow retired 
officers of the Navy and Marine Corps to 
accept private employment with firms 
that sell supplies to the Navy Depart- 
ment, providing such officers are not en- 
gaged as sales-agents before the Depart- 
ment. 

The Department favors this provision, 
which was in the draft presented to the 
House. It was struck out of the Per- 
sonnel bil’, as it passed the House, on 
the insistence of Representative Vinson, 
Chairman of the House Naval Affairs 
Committee. 





Pass Air Constructors Bill 


The Senate has passed a Navy De- 
partment bill authorizing the transfer to 
the Line of officers of the Construction 
Corps who have been engaged in aero- 
nautical engineering duty. The measure 
has already passed the House and now 
goes to the President for signature. 

The text of the bill follows: 

“That officers of the line of the Navy, 
upon application and with the approval of 
the Secretary of the Navy, may be desig- 
nated for the performance of aeronautical 
engineering duty only. The President of the 
United States is hereby authorized, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Senate, 
to transfer and appoint officers of the Con- 
struction Corps of the Navy who are appli- 
cants to the corresponding rank and grade 
in the line of the Navy for the performance 
of aeronautical engineering duty only. Each 
officer of the Construction Corps so trans- 
ferred and appointed shall have the lineal 
position and precedence in the line which 
he would have held had he remained in the 
line or had his original appointment been 
in the line except that no officer shall have 
his existing relative rank, precedence, or 
seniority in the Construction Corps altered 
by such transfer. Any officer of the Con- 
struction Corps so transferred and appointed 
and any line officer designated for the per- 
formance of aeronautical engineering duty 
only shall be carried as an additional num- 
ber in the grade in which he is serving and 
to which he may hereafter be promoted, 
and, except as otherwise provided in this 
Act, the performance of duty, succession to 
command, selection for promotion, examina- 
tion for promotion, promotion, and retire- 
ment of such officers shall be governed by 
the provisions of existing law and of laws 
hereafter enacted relating to line officers as- 
signed to engineering duty only.”

Chaumont—Leaves San Pedro June 7; 
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Navy Promotion System 

A large majority of officers of the 
Navy are dissatisfied with the present 
system of promotion by selection, results 
of a poll conducted among senior offi- 
cers of the service reveal. 

The poll was conducted by Adm. Wil- 
liam S. Sims, USN-Ret., who advocated 
a thorough basic study of the whole 
personnel situation and revision of the 
selection process in the meantime by 
emphasizing and securing the “service 
opinion” of the relative worth of offi- 
cers. Admiral Sims sent to all flag offi- 
cers, captains, commanders and to the 
284 senior lieutenant commanders copies 
of an article of his advocating changes, 
asking that they confidentially submit 
to him their views on his plan. More 
than 35 per cent of those addressed 
answered and of this number 76.29 per 
cent favored adoption of the proposed 
change. 

“If it be assumed that the replies 
from the four upper grades of the Navy 
constitute a reasonable cross section of 
service opinion,” Admiral Sims declares 
in an article in the current Naval In- 
stitute Proceedings, reporting on the re- 
sults of the poll, “it means that at least 
three quarters of the Navy are dissat- 
isfied with the present system of pro- 
motion; and it is therefore evident that 
something should be done about it.” 

The plan suggested by Admiral Sims 
provides that every officer in the grade 
above the candidates eligible for selec- 
tion be required to submit a list to the 
Navy Department of the names of those 
candidates who, in his opinion, shoulé 
be promoted, the lists to be submitted 
to the selection board for its informa- 
tion only. The idea back of Admiral 
Sims’ scheme is that an officer’s gen- 
eral service reputation furnishes a more 
reliable basis than fitness reports or 
the board members’ personal knowledge 
of the candidates qualifications. 

A considerable number of the offi- 
cers answering Admiral Sims’ poll, who 
expressed opposition to his plan, sharply 
criticised the present system, and be- 
lieve that something should be done to 
remedy existing defects, it was reported. 
The present fitness reports, the proce- 
dure of selection boards, the influence 
of assignments to duty and of the na- 
ture of the duty upon selection are held 
to be wrong by many of these. 

“Those who criticize the fitness re- 
ports claim that they do not now show 
graduations of character and relative 
merit,” Admiral Sims said, “that bar- 
ring the occasional ‘bad egg’, they are 
so nearly uniform that the establish- 
ment of relative merit is very difficult, 
and that therefore selections are neces- 
sarily made chiefly upon the very lim- 
ited personal knowledge of the candi- 
dates possessed by the board; and it 
is claimed by the large majority of the 
replies that this condition is the chief 
cause of the alleged injustices—the ser- 
vice belief that this inevitably results 
in the passing over of some outstanding 
men and the promotion of some un- 
desirables.” 

Admiral Sims declared that there was 
evident among officers a feeling of ap- 
prehension and fear of giving voice to 
views. One officer in replying asked 
that his name be kept secret for he felt 
some of his seniors might think he was 
“trying to reform the Navy.” Another 
oflicer, a captain, said he had the im- 
pression that “there is an air of fear 
abroad, with reluctance to express opin- 
ions.” 

“In a number of replies.” he said 
Inter, “attention has been invited to the 
fact that many of our younger officers 
are showing a disposition to avoid com- 
mand duty for fear that they may not 
measure up to the responsibility or may 
get into difficulties that would affect 
their chances of promotion. They point 
out that avoidance of command duty 
seems justified from a personal point of 
view because selection boards seem to 
give little weight or not sufficient 








weight to such experience; that many 
cases are known where the large ma- 
jority of a group promoted to command 
rank had had no command experiene 
and that many who had such experi. 
ence were passed over. It would appear 
that willingness to accept the regpongi. 
bility of command and successful expe 
rience therein should rank very high 
among the qualities justifying Promotion 
to command rank: and that all train. 
ing should, as far as possible, be in the 
direction of acquiring this essential 
qualification.” 

Of the letters received, Admiral Sims 
states, many of those from younger 
officers approach the matter in a broad 
manner and visualize not so particularly 
the details of the problem but its inffy. 
ence upon morale and the general eff. 
ciency of the service. 

“For example,” he stated, “one |et. 
ter invited attention to what the writer 
believes to be a very unsatisfactory cop. 
dition of the commissioned personne, 
Briefly, he notes the fact that there js 
something wrong with a scheme that 
discards 40 or 50 per cent of whole 
classes; that wholesale retirement of 
expensively trained and able-bodied off. 
cers is undesirable; that it places the 
retired list in jeopardy; that reasonable 
security is obviously a necessity for the 
naval profession; that major upheavals 
every seven years or so make a naval 
officer’s position only a ‘job’; that under 
these conditions the most desirable 
boys will not apply for the Academy; 
that the system, tending to create yes 
men, will produce intellectual inbreed-

WHEN REPRESENTATIVE McSWAIN, speaking as Chairman of the Military 
Committee, promised the House an early opportunity to vote upon an Army promo- 
tion bill, members who were listening to him gave responsive evidence of inter- 
ested approval. They clearly felt that it was about time they were receiving such 
assurance. An examination of the record disclosed that promotion reform was the 
subject of a letter to the Chairmen of the Senate and House Military Committees 
on January 23, 1935. Nothing could have been simpler than for the Com- 
mittees simultaneously to give consideration to the bill. Yet note the differ- 
ence in procedure. Senator Sheppard, deeply interested in Army needs and 
anxious to stimulate morale, immediately appointed a subcommittee to con- 
sider the recommendation of the Secretary of War. General MacArthur was 
granted a hearing on February 9. The subcommittee made its report to the 
full committee on February 15. On February 19 Senator Sheppard favorably 
reported the measure to the Senate. There was a little delay in obtaining Senate 
consideration, but Senator Sheppard was insistent, and on April 9 the bill was 
passed and sent to the House. Two days later, the bill was referred by the Speaker 
to the House Military Committee. In the meantime, that is to say from the time 
of the receipt of the original letter of the Secretary of War, January 23, more than 
four months ago, and from the time of the reference of the Senate bill to the House 
Military Committee, two months ago, the latter committee has been unable to give 
the matter any attention whatsoever because the Chairman kept it closely under 
his own hand. This has been done in the face of knowledge that, aside from the 
preponderant opinion of the Army in favor of the War Department proposal, the 
War Department was emphatically in favor of it, the President has signified his 
interest in it, the Senate unanimously passed it, and a large body of the House 
membership wants an opportunity to express its favor. The record of the House 
Committee, in consequence of the attitude of its Chairman, is not one for pride, 
especially when compared with the prompt and energetic action taken by the 
Senate. Mr. McSwain can dissipate the unfortunate impression that exists by 
conducting the hearing so as to bring out promptly all the facts, and then immedi- 
ately to report an acceptable bill. 


UPON THE SENATH CALENDAR, AWAITING ACTION are two important 
Navy bills which have passed the House of Representatives—that for the increase 
of the Line and that for Staff selection. The bills were reported favorably by the 
Naval Committee, and, consequently, can be assumed to have the support of all the 
members of the Committee. Their passage is likely, containing as they do some 
admirable provisions, notably that to enlarge the commissioned personnel, which 
should be approved. Yet should the Senate pass them, Congress thereby again will 
place the seal of its approval upon the selection system in force, a system which 
a large body of the conservative opinion of the Navy regards as objectionable, 
particularly for the injustice which it provokes. Under the circumstances in con- 
nection with its consideration of the pending bills, the Senate should pay especial 
attention to the article appearing in the excellent June number of the United 
States Naval Institute Proceedings from the pen of Admiral William 8. Sims, USN- 
Ret. Admiral Sims made a poll of 1001 officers of the four upper grades, and, 
deeming the results a reasonable cross section of service opinion, he estimated that 
at least three-quarters of the Navy are dissatisfied with the existing selection 
system and concluded that “something should be done about it.” This conclusion 
is in accord with the repeated editorial judgment of the Army AND Navy JouRNAL. 


THER STRONG HAND OF WILLIAM RANDOLPH HEARST is behind the 
movement in Congress to enact a law for the suppression of attempts to communize 
the Armed Forces of the United States. The Senate Naval Committee has reported 
favorably a bill to punish by fine and imprisonment any person, who orally or by 
the distribution of literature, endeavors to seduce soldiers, sailors and marines, 
whether regulars or reserves, to disobedience of laws and regulations governing 
such personnel. The bill further authorizes the seizure of literature of this sub- 
versive character. With the purpose of this legislation, the Army and Navy are 
in full accord. Indeed, they will welcome its enactment, and will regard it as another 
demonstration of the fine loyalty which Mr. Hearst displays and his determination 
to uphold and defend the Government of the United States. An effort is being 
made by communists and pacifists to punish Mr. Hearst because of his advocacy 
of a strong and loyal Army and Navy and because of his exposure through his 
powerful newspapers, and organizations, of bolshevistic operations in the United 
States. The form of punishment is an attempt to boycott the Hearst press and 
moving picture productions. It has lamentably failed, but the few instances in 
which it has occurred has been publicized in order to discredit the Hearst cam- 
paign. The Services realize that the Publisher in the policy he has pursued and 
is pursuing is animated by a high sense of patriotism which is the inspiration 
for his determination to do all in his power to protect his country from foes within 
and without. Mr. Hearst can depend upon their support in the fight he is making.

discontinued and that Rotating-Reserve Squadron 20 will be abolished as of June 


80th. 


The erganization known as the Rotating-Reserve Destroyers Squadrons which 
has been in existence for the past few years, was inaugurated in January 1932, 
by the then Chief of Naval Operations, Admiral Pratt, as an economy move. The 
1986 Naval Appropriation Bill carries authorization for sufficient personnel to 
maintain the destroyers assigned to the Fleet, in full commission. 

With the nine destroyers of the present Rotating-Reserve Squadron placed 
in full commission, this will permit the formation of a new destroyer squadron 
to be designated “Destroyer Squadron 6” (Battle Force) and consisting of the

Demonstration of Naval Tacties—Lt. 


Coi. Herbert A. Dargue, AC, Assistant Com- 


mandant at the Air Corps Tactical School, Maxwell Field, Ala., has invented a 
new means of bringing forcibly to the attention of his students in the Naval 
Operations Course a practical demonstration of Naval tactics, both in the air 


and on the ground. 


In the past this course has consisted mainly of lectures 


alone, but under the personal supervision of Colonel Dargue one of the rooms 
on the second floor of Austin Hall has been secured and converted into a game 
room, marked off in squares representing approximately one nautical mile in size. 

Small models of the principal classes of surface vessels have been manu- 
factured, so that fleet dispositions of all types may be laid out and moves made 
on the game board actually to simulate a naval battle. 

Airplanes have been introduced by means of small colored cardboard cut- 
outs mounted on pins, which may be stuck in the linoleum floor at any desired 


point to represent a given situation. 


Except for the airplanes the entire set-up is to scale and the student viewing 
the game board from a standing position has a generally correct impression of 
what he might see from an altitude of from five to ten thousand feet were he 


flying over the fleet area.

“Embalmers Corps,” USA—Representative Dorsey has introduced a_ pill in th 
House to amend the National Defense Act in order to create an Embalmers Co’ : 
as part of the Medical Department of the Army. Embalmers appointed to ra 
Corps, the bill provides, would for the first five years service have the rank pa 
and allowances of first lieutenant; after five years he shall be promoted win 
the rank, pay and allowances of a captain, and after 20 years service he ghgi 
have the rank, pay and allowances of a major. The bill would also set Up a 
“Federal embalmers examining board” under the Surgeon General of the Army 
members of which would receive $30 a day and expenses for attendance 4 
meetings. 


Service Band Leaders—Legislation giving rank to the leaders of the three seryig 
bands was passed this week by the House of Representatives. The Provisions 
of the two bills were different and it is considered likely that at the next Session 
action will be taken to put them all on the same basis. 

The Senate bill (8S. 1609) for the leaders of the Navy and Marine Band, now 
passed by the House, provides, “Be it enacted, etc., That from and after the date 
of approval of this act the present leader of the United States Navy Band an 
the present leader of the band of the United States Marine Corps shall have th 
rank, pay, and allowances of a lieutenant in the Navy and of a captain in the 
Marine Corps, respectively; and in the computation of their pay and allowances 
all services in the Navy and the Marine Corps of whatever nature rendered by 
said leaders shall be counted as if it were commissioned service; and the agi 


leaders of the United States Navy Band and the band of the Unite 
States Marine Corps shall, at such time as the President in his dis 
cretion may direct, be entitled to retirement as a lieutenant in the Navy 


and as a captain in the Marine Corps, in the same manner as other officers of 
the Navy and the Marine Corps of such rank and length of service, computed 4 
stated above, would be entitled to retirement.” 

The House bill, HR 2554, passed by the House Tuesday, states: “Be it enacted. 
ete., That upon application of William J. Stannard, leader of the United State 
Army Band, for retirement after 33 years’ service, the President is authorized to 
place him upon the retired list with the retired pay and allowances of a capiain 
of the Army in the fourth pay period (over 17 years’ service) : Provided, That the 
limitations in section 1 of the act of June 10, 1922, relative to counting service 
for purpose of pay for officers appointed on and after July 1, 1922, shall not 
apply: Provided further, That all active service as a musician in the United State 
Army and as leader of the United States Army Band shall be counted in con. 
puting length of service for longevity pay purposes.” 
























































America’s Defenses—Every year when the Naval Appropriation bill is brought w 
in the Senate, Senator William H. King, of Utah, makes a long and vigorow 
speech against National Defense in general and the Navy in particular. This 
year, however, that faithful opposer reversed his procedure and made his spect 
in opposition after the Senate had passed the bill. His address on Friday, May 4, 
was long and biting, inveighing against all manner of National Defense. Th 
printed text of his address occupied nearly 14 complete pages of the Congression 
Record but the high light of interest to those concerned in National Defense 
the following enlightening paragraph: 

“If every ship we have were abandoned, put out of commission—and || 
not advocate that—and if every soldier we have were returned to his home, ¥ 
should be absolutely safe from all other countries. The moral prestige we have 
to say nothing of our physical power and our great resources, unlimited «al 
unchallenged, give to the United States a paramountcy and a preeminence ov 
any and all nations, so that we should be free from molestation under any 
ditions and under any circumstances; and if all the navies of the world wer 
to mobilize against the United States, their efforts would prove futile.” 

During the course of his address, Senator King was encouraged by remars 
from Senator Bone and Senator Clark of the Munitions committee. The 
semblance of opposition came from Senator Tydings who remarked, “As long # 
other countries have armies and navies, I for one propose to vote for approptit 
tions which will keep this country on a parity.” 


Naval Reserve Policy Board—The board of officers of the Navy and Marine Cor 
and Naval and Marine Corps Reserve which has been meeting at the Departmett 
this month is concluding its study and expects to submit a report to the Cecrelit 
of the Navy next week.

Reviews 14th Infantry 


In the presence of Maj. Gen. Lytle 
Brown, USA, Commanding the Atlantic 
Sector, Civil Officials of Colon, the Con- 
sular Corps of Colon, and a large gather- 
ing of spectators, the American Minister 
to Panama on May 28, reviewed the gar- 
rison of Ft.

Much of the energy now wasted in 
dogfights between ports could be more 
profitable if expended in the develop- 
ment of trade regions, Mr. J. Caldwell 
Jenkins, vice president of the National 
Steamship Corporation, declared at the 
Foreign Trade Week Luncheon of the 
Young Men’s Council of the United 
States meeting in New York City. 

“There are some people,” Mr. Jenkins 
said, “who have contended that we 
could abandon the American ship ser- 
vices in foreign trade and save the Gov- 
ernment’s annual contribution of $25,- 
000,000 in mail subsidy. Of course, with 
the same reasoning we could abandon 
our Army and Navy and save $750,000,- 
000 a year. 

“Practically all our lines in the over- 
seas foreign trade are serving territory 
where before the war an American 
steamship had never been seen. They 
were originally established by the Goy- 
ernment at great cost, and with the pas- 
sage of the mail aid Act of 1928 the 
Government was enabled to transfer 
them to private interests on a perma- 
nent basis with substantial savings in 
attaining its ultimate aims and pur- 
poses. 

“It is with the ship services in for- 
eign trade that we are most vitally con- 
cerned as to their ability to carry on 
in these times even with government 
aid, being handicapped with higher 
capital and operating costs in addition 
to the superior training and entrench- 
ment of the foreign competing lines, 

“It is encouraging, therefore, that the 
best brains of our country are today 
giving these and similar questions se- 
rious attention under the leadership of 
our great President. We can hope to ob- 
tain the best results only by cooperation 
and communion with the government 
agencies dealing with our foreign trade 
and shipping problems—local and na- 
tional.”

Financial Digest 

The daily average volume of F 
Reserve bank credit outstanding during 
the week ended May 29, as reported by 
the Federal Reserve banks, was $2,475. 
000,000, a decrease of $1,000,000 cop. 
pared with the preceding week and ap 
increase of $1,000,000 compared with the 
corresponding week in 1934. 

On May 29, total Reserve bank credit 
amounted to $2,467,000,000, an increage 
of $8,000,000 for the week. This increage 
corresponds with increases of $64,000,000 
in Treasury cash and deposits with Fed. 
eral Reserve banks, $30,000,000 in money 
in circulation and $6,000,000 in member 
bank reserve balances and a decrease of 
$5,000,000 in Treasury and national bank 
currency, offset in part by an increase 
of $73,000,000 in monetary gold stock and 
a decrease of $24,000,000 in nonmember 
deposits and other Federal Reserve ac. 
counts. 

Relatively small changes were reported 
in holdings of discounted and purchased 
bills and industrial advances. An in- 
crease of $21,000,000 in holdings of 
United States Treasury notes was offset 
by a decrease of $21,000,000 in United 
States bonds.

Wadsworth declared : 

“Mr. Speaker, in

There is a provision in the National 
Defense Act of 1920 providing for the 
elimination of officers from the Regular 
Army who are found to be unfit to re- 
main on the active list. It is contained 
in section 24 (b). I am not at all cer 
tain that the system has worked well, 
becuuse human nature has come into the 
picture so often, and influence has been 
brought te bear so often that the au- 
thors of that particular section, I think 
it can be said, are somewhat disap- 
pointed in that it has not rid the com- 
missioned personnel of the Regular 
Army of a suflicient number of unfit 
officers. But, in any event, in connec- 
tion with legislation passed at about 
that time, which provided that officers 
of the Regular Army when they came 
to retire by reason of age or by reason 
of the 40-year provision or the 30-year 
provision, could be retired at the high. 
est rank held by them during the World 
War, the authors of this 24 (b) section 
put in a provision that that should not 
apply to officers who, subsequent to the 
enactment of that retirement legislation, 
were removed or retired from the active 
list of the Army for having been inefli- 
cient officers. This bill is to take out 
that little provision and permit officers 
who have been removed from the active 
list of the Army on account of their in- 
efficiency to be promoted upon the re- 
tired list to the highest rank held by 
them during the World War. 

“Now, it is a small matter, I admit, 
and I believe it involves no expenditure 
from the Treasury. It is a question in 
which there appears to be a little mat- 
ter of principle. We all know that when 
we went into the World War officer ma- 
terial was so scarce, especially at the 
beginning, and tactical commands were 
organized with such rapidity and 
reached such large dimensions that it 
was inevitable that practically every 
officer in the Regular Army of that day 
had to be promoted to a

The bill, HR 5720, sponsored by the 


National Guard Association, was passed | 


by the House of Representatives June 
5 after a number of roll calls votes and 
determined opposition by Congressmen 
who saw in it a threat to extend the 
use of the Guard in opposition to or- 
ganized labor. 


The section that bore the brunt of the | 


opposition at the very beginning of the 
bill wherein it is stated: 


Be it enacted, ete., That section 38 of the 


lefense Act of June 3, 1916, as 
amended, be, and the same is hereby, 
amended by inserting the following para 
graph after the third paragraph thereof: 
“To the extent provided for from time to 
time by appropriations for this specific pur

pose, the President may order officials of the | 


National Guard of the United States to ac 
tive duty at any time and for any period: 
Provided, That, except in time of a national 
emergency expressly declared by 
no officer of the National Guard of the United 


States shall be employed on active duty for | 


more than 15 days in any calendar year with 
out his own consent, 
duty, an officer of the National Guard of 
the United States shall receive the same pay 
and allowances as an officer of the Regular 
Army of the same grade and length of active 
service, and mileage from his home to his 
first station and from his last station to his 
home, but shall not be entitled to retirement 
or retired pay.” 

As this provision read in the original 
bill it would have permitted the assign- 
ment of National Guard officers to ac- 
tive Federal duty, with their own con- 
sent, in exactly the same manner as 
Reserve officers. This would have per- 
mitted their use in the CCC, This, how- 
ever, was opposed both by the Reserve 
officers and by the War Department. 
The section as compromised on was as 
above. 

Quite a point was made of the fact 
that the provision only authorizes the 
calling out of the officers, not the en- 
listed men. Representative Boileau de- 
clared : 

“I cannot see any real necessity for 
the bill, unless it is that the President 
of the United States could, if he saw 
fit, call these National Guard officers to 
act as strikebreakers, and in that way 
get the highest type of men to act for 
that purpose, to act in the same capuc- 
ity as deputy sheriffs in the event of a 
strike. I do not propose to vote to give 
the President of the United States au- 
thority to take the National Guard offi- 
cers of Wisconsin and bring them to 
Pennsylvania to act as strikebreakers. 
I cannot see any other purpose of the 
bill.” 

Mr. Hill of Alabama: “I think I can 
say to the gentleman that that is not 
the intent, that the reason for the legis- 
lation is as follows: There are some 
officers in the National Guard, field and 


staff officers, who have served with 
troops in different states. Different 
states have their troops brigaded to- 


gether, and they have staff officers who 
must serve with these different troops. 
The infantry troops of Alabama are bri- 
gaded with the infantry troops of Flor- 
ida. We have staff officers in Alabama 
who might be needed for some particular 
purpose in Florida.” 

Mr. Boileau. “Then why not have the 
bill drawn in such a way that the men 
can be drafted into service for that 
purpose? * * * 

“Mr. Speaker, I appreciate that this 
fact may not have been brought to the 
attention of the committee, but the com- 
mittee is not giving the House much in- 


formation as to the emergency and 
necessity for this type of legislation, 
and that forces those of us who are 


somewhat suspicious, perhaps, to wonder 
if there is not something back of it— 
not in the gentleman’s mind but: in the 
minds of those advocating this legisla- 
tion. I can see very grave danger in 
the way which I have pointed out, and 
I think the legislation should at least be 
amended so as not to permit these offi- 
cers to be mobilized, to act as strike- 
breakers, or to be mobilized for any 
other purpose than merely for training, 
as the gentleman from Alabama (Mr.

Pass Thomason Bill 


The Thomason bill which hag beep on 
the House calendar since early jp the 
session was passed by the House June 
5 and sent to the Senate. 

The bill provides: 

Be it enacted, ete., That in order to ppg. 
vide the Army Air Corps with 1514 Officers 
in grades from colonel to second lieutenant, 
inclusive, as specified by section 13a of the 
National Defense Act, as amended by the ge 
of July 2, 1926 (44 Stat. 750), there are hore 
by authorized, to be appointed and commis 
sioned as second lieutenants in the Air Corps 
of the Regular Army, from among applicants 
hereinafter specified, such number as may be 
necessary to fill up the commissioned 
strength of the Air Corps by July 1, 19% 
or as soon thereafter as to the 
number above specified; and in order to pro 
vide the Regular Army with sufficient com. 
missioned personnel 
sioned strength of the Air Corps to be main 
tained at the number specified in said see 
tion 13a, National Defense Act, as amended 
the commissioned strength of the active lig 
of the Regular Army shall, on and after 
July 1, 1935, be maintained at an aggregate 
annual average of not than 12,400 off 
cers: Provided, That the appointees as se 
ond lieutenants in the Air Corps of the Reg- 
ular Army above authorized shall be selected 
under such regulations as the l’resident may 
prescribe, from applicants who hold com 
missions as first or second lieutenants in the 
Air Corps Reserve and are graduates of the 
Army Air Corps Training (Center. 

Sec. 2. The President is hereby authorize 
to call annually to active service, with their 
consent, upon application to and selection 
by the War Department, for a period of not 
more than 1 year for any one officer, not to 
exceed at any time 2,000 Reserve officers of 
the combatant arms and the Chemical War 
fare Service, for active duty with the Regular 
Army: Provided, That members of the Off 
cers’ Reserve Corps so called to active ser 
vice shall be distributed as nearly as may 
be practicable among the said combatant 
arms and the Chemical Warfare Service ip 
proportion to the commissioned strength of 
such arms and service, and shall be appor 
tioned in grades therein, so far as possible 
as follows: Not to exceed 5 per cent in the 
field grades, 20 per cent in the grade of 
captain, 35 per cent in the grade of first 
lieutenant, and 40 per cent in the grade of 
second lieutenant: Provided further, That o 
Reserve officer shall be called to active ser 
vice under the provisions of this section wh 
is more than 45 years old at the time of 
such call: And provided further, That noth 
ing herein contained shall affect the number 
of Reserve officers that may be called t 
active duty under existing laws, nor the con 
ditions under and purposes for whieh they 
may be so called. 

“See. 3. That for the period of 10 years 
beginning July 1, 1936, the Secretary of War 
is authorized to select annually from # 
such Reserve officers having received the 
training herein authorized as may apply for 
commissions in the Regular Army, 200 of 
cers who shall be commissioned as second 
lieutenants in the Regular Army, and they 
shall be arranged on the promotion list 
the order of time of their first commissions 
in the Officers’ Reserve Corps, and any 
whose commissions in the Officers’ Reservé 
Corps bear the same date, then the names 
of all such shall be arranged on the prome 
tion list in the order of their respective 
ages, the older first.”
